G.S.R. 24(E).—Whereas certain draft rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules. 
1955 were published as required by sub-section (l) 
of section 23 of Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 


1954 (37 of 1954) in the notification of-Government 
of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Weliare 
(Department of Health) No. G.S.R. 92(E) dated 22nd 
February, 1990 in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary 
Part 11, Section 3, Sub-section ( 1 ) dated the 22nd 
February, 1990, in page 1—4 inviting objections and 
-suggestions from all persons likely to be affected 
thereby, before the expiry of sixty days from the date 
on which copies of the Gazetto of India in which the 
said notification was published were made available 
to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were 
made available to the public on 24th April, 1990. 

And whereas, the objections and suggestions receiv¬ 
ed from the public on the draft rules have been consi¬ 
dered by the Central Government. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-setcion (1) of section 23 Of the said Act, the 
Central Government, after consultation with the 
Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely :— 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of 
Food Adulteration (Second Amendment) Rules, 1991. 

2. They shall come into force after the expiration 
of a period of three months from the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

3. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955, in Appendix B,— 

(a) in item A.17.01 after clause (e), the follow¬ 
ing clause shall be added, namely ■— 

“(f) Unsaponihable matter ... Not more than 
1.0 per cent”. 

(b) in item A. 17.02,— 

(i) for the words “COTTON SEED OIL" 

Binola Ka Tel) means the oil expressed 
from clean, sound and decorticated cotton 
seed (gossypium), refined and dehydrated' 1 , 
the words “COTTON SEED OIL” 
(Binola Ka Tel) means the oil extracted 
from clean, sound delinted and decortica¬ 
ted cotton Seeds (genus Gossypium). It 
shall be refined”, shall be substituted; 

(ii) after clause (f), the following clause shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

“(g) Bellier Test (Turbidity ... 19.0°C to 
21.0'C temperature—Acetic acid 

method). 

(c) in item A. 17.06 for clause (f), the following 

clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(f) Bellier^ Test (Turbidity ... 23.0*C to 
27.5’C temperature—Acetic acid 

method). 

(d) after item A. 17.15, the following item, shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

“A.17.15.01—Interesterified vegetable fat 

means an edible fatty material that has 
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bdbfi-sd trotttffiA a£ to bring about a re- 
arrangement or- fatty acid positions witiirn 
the giyceride entities and hence a change 
in tne physical properties like melting 
point, viscosity, specific gravity and the 
like with very little change in the consti¬ 
tution of the fatty acids themselves by a 
process of interesteriheation- of the essen¬ 
tially neutral edible oil or fat, singly or 
in mixtures generally through the use of 
alkaline catalysts exemplified by sodium or 
potassium metals, or their ethoxidcs or 
hydroxides in the form either of anhy¬ 
drous powders or in anhydrous glycerol 
medium followed by such post-process 
steps as washing, bleaching and deodouri- 
salion, the last of which can be omitted 
if the Interesterilicd fat is to be incorpo¬ 
rated as part of the raw material for 
further processing in edible fat products. 

The interesterilied fat shall be clear, free from soap, 
flavouring substances, rancidity, suspended or other 
foreign matters, separated water and mineral oil. It 
shall conform to the following standards, namely ■— 

(i) It shall not contain any harmful colouring, 
flavouring or any other matter deleterious to 
health; 

(ill No colour shall be added to interesterified fat 
unless so authorised by Government, but in 
no event any colour resembling the colour 
of ghee shall be added; 

(iii) If any flavour is used, it shall be distinct from 

that of ghee in accordance with a list of 
permissible flavours and in such quantities 
as may be prescribed by Government: 

Provided that diacetyl to the extent of not more 
than 4.0 ppin may be added to interesterified 
fat exclusively meant for consumption by 
the Armed Forces; 

(iv) It shall not have moisture exceeding 0.25 per 

cent; 

(v) The melting point as determined by capillary 

slip method shall be from 31"C to 41 *C 
both inclusive; 

(vi) The Butyro-refractometer reading at 40 C C, 

shall not be less than 48; 

(vii) It shall not have unsaponifiable matter ex¬ 

ceeding 2.0 per cent; 

(viii) It shall not have free fatty acids (calculated 
as Oleic acid) exceeding 0.25 per cent; 

(ix) The product on melting shall be clear in 

appearance and shall be free from staleness 
or randidity, arid pleasant to test and smell; 

(x) It shall contain raw or refined sesame (til) 

oil not less, than 5 per cent by weight, but 
sufficient so. that when it is mixed with re¬ 
fined groundnut oil in the proportion of 
20: 80, the colour produced by the

(xi) It shall contain not less than 25 I.U. of 

synthetic Vitamin ‘A’ per gram at the tune 
of packing and shall show a positive test 
tor Vitamin ‘A’ when tested by Antimony 
Trichloride (Carr-Price) reagent (as per 
IS : 5886-1970); 

(xii) No anti-oxidant, synergist, emulsifier or any 

other such substance shall be added to it 
except with the prior sanction of the 
Government”. 

(e) In item A. 17.18, after clause (g), the follow¬ 
ing clause shall be inserted, namely *— 

“(h) Bellier test : not more than 19.0‘C
